Time To Apply 
For Fish Stock 


AUSTIN, Feb. 16 — Persons 
interested in obtaining b l a c k 
bass for stocking private waters 
are reminded 
by the T e x a s 
Parks and Wildlife Department 
that April I is the deadline for 
receiving applications for these 
fish with delivery to authorized 
places in the spring. 
The deadline for catfish and 
other fish is August I, with de­ 
livery in the fall. 
Applications received 
a f t e r 
those dates are filed for consid­ 
eration the next yea<r. 
The Department advised pros­ 
pective recipients: 
“ Bass will not be delivered to 
ponds previously stocked unless 
the waters have dried up or 
have been chemically renovated 
and the out-of-balance fish pop­ 
ulation removed. 
Channel cat­ 
fish may be requested, if need­ 
ed, every three years because 
this species does not normally 
reproduce in small lakes. Rec­ 
ommendations for 
stocking 
by 
Texas Parks and 
Wildlife 
De­ 
partment biologists will be hon­ 
ored.” 
H e r e is additional advisory 
data: 
. “ A properly s t o c k e d farm 
tank, fish pond or 
small 
lake 
will provide fishing over a num­ 
ber of years. There is no need 
to restock with ash every year. 
Such 
a 
practice 
is not 
only 
wasteful of hatchery-reared fish 
but results in an 
overcrowded 
condition and 
stunted, 
s m a l l 
fish. 
Overstocked 
waters 
pro­ 
duce poor quality fish just as 
overstocked land produces poor 
quality cattle. 
“ Small l a k e s and 
p o n d s 
should be stocked with 
a bal­ 
anced ratio of forage fish and 
predators. The predators reared 
in State 
hatcheries 
are large- 
mouth bass and channel catfish. 
The best forage fish 
produced 
in our hatcheries is the redear 
sunfish. This species also pro­ 
vides a good panfish in many 
parts of the State. 
“ In newly built or newly re­ 
no v a t e d waters, largemouth 
black bass, stocked at the rate 
of 200 fry or IOO fingerlings per 
surface acre, do extremely well 
and should produce a fishable 
population within a year. 
“ C r a p p i e , or white perch, 
will not be stocked in ponds of 
less than ten (IO) surface acres 
in size. This policy is part of 
an attempt to provide the best 
fishing possible to 
small 
pond 
and lake owners. Due to the in­ 
herent reproductive capacity of 
crappie, this species will quick­ 
ly over - populate and become 
stunted! in small bodies of wa­ 
ter. Such a condition normally 
results in poor fishing for all 
.species of fish ”

Williams also runs cattle 
on 
his place near the old Willow- 
hole school site. 
He 
lost two 
newborn calves to 
the 
wolves 
during the recent 
severe cold 
spell. He found the cleaned car­ 
casses and gnawed bones of the 
calves when he went to the pas­ 
ture to put out hay and creep- 
feed and discovered 
two cows 
were without their calves. 


He stated 
that 
others 
have 
reported 
losing 
calves, 
lambs 
and chickens. One woman saw 
a wolf catch one of her hens 
in the daytime. As many as six 
wolves have been seen in one 
pack and 
pairs 
are 
common. 
Counting up, Williams says he 
knows of eleven big wolves that 
have been killed by landowners 
and hunters in recent weeks.

Twenty-eight counties have no pub­ 
lic 
libraries, 
and 
their 
residents are 


among almost a million Texans whose 
public library is so close to being non­ 
existent (one day a week operation in 
some instances) that they would have to 
be 
listed as virtually without public 


library service. 


While the rest of the nation spends 


$1.50 per person on libraries, 
Texas 


spends 84 cents per person. And even 
that national average figure is nothing 
to brag about. The number one profes­ 
sional association for libraries, the Amer­ 
ican Library Association, says it ought to 
be $3.50 to $4.00. 


Seven million Texans have library 


service below the national average and 
only about one and one-half million can 
claim access to a public library which 
spends $1.50 annually per person.

Today the grounds have been 
completely landscaped using Washing­ 
ton’s writings as a guide. 


On this 234th anniversary of his 


birth, it is fitting to recall his love of 
beautifying the landscape. 


Even’ when steeped in the exigen­ 
cies o.f the Convention meetings in Phil­ 
adelphia, Washington took time to write 


. Endeavor to keep the W illow in the 


Serpentine Walk upright by means of 
stakes, and tow yam or grass or some­ 


thing else to lye them thereto that will 
not rub, or fret the bark . . . and have 
you thinned the carrots, which were too 
thick? . . . W hat have you done to the 
Gravel w alks?” 


While many were cutting down 


trees indiscriminately, he cut trees only 
in the woodland reserved for his timber 
supply and fuel. At the same time he 
kept on planting and transplanting trees 
for landscaping and timber. His interest 
in beautifying the estate was so great 
that he asked for progress reports while 
fighting the revolutionary war. 


George Washington, conservationist 


and forester, utilized trees in many ways 
— to help construct an embryonic nation 


— to provide fuel and to enhance the 
landscape, so that today Mount Vernon 
stands in living testimony to the harmon­ 
ious relationship of man to the asute use 
of nature's gift— the tree.
